Colonel Lynch was* sentenced to death 
for high treason in 1903, his sentenc?2

Lynch was born in Australia of Irish 
parents. After studying at Melbourn 
univeesity and Berlin university, Lynch 
went to Galway, where he plunged ino 
party politics. After sustaining a de- 
feat at the polls in the parliamentary 
election of 1892, he went to London and 
engaged in journalistic work, which "e 
followed unt!l the Boer war broke out.

‘Alderman Peters sald it was a well 
known fact that as early as June, 1905, 
the water board had urged the laying of 
a new main from the river. <A _ special 
committee from the council] had taken 
the matter up and recommended that 
the surplus receipts from the water- 
works be laid aside to pay for such a 
main. Certain influences before Mayor 
Joyner’s adininistration made it not ex- 
pedient to hold a bond election. 

“I have recently arrangea for the 
money,’’ stated the alderman, wno is 
chairman of the council finance com- 
mittee, “with which to pay for the pipe 
to lay a main from the river, and the 
work will be rushed right along. The 
present shortage is caused by having 
one main from the river and two into 
the city. It is now impossible to filter 
the water before it cémes into the city. 
The water board told us of the danger, 
+but we must have thought they were 
crying wolf, for we did not give them 
the money needed. What we must do 
now is to put our shoulders ‘to. the 
wheel and get the city out of the trou- 
ble as soon as possible.”’ 

‘Councilman Huddleston moved that 
the council hear from the president of 
the water board and the general man- 
ager of the waterworks department, and 
the motion was adopted. 

General Manager Park Woodward ask- 
ed that a communication’ which he 
wrote to the board and a counct! com- 
mittee June 13, 1907, be reaa. He said 
that when the communication was re- 
ceived by the board and the committee, 
Alderman Key was present and heard 
every word of it. The communication 
in question was a statement avout the 
condition at the Hemphill station with 
the recommendation that steps pe taken 
at once to save the city from a shortage 
of water. 

President Rice made a talk, in which 
he said that he had servea the city long 
and faithfully, but his labors would not 
last a day longer than it would take to 
see the city 
trouble. 


He Begged for New Main. 

“I begged this body last January for 
a new main frem the river,’ stated Mr. 
Rice. “I want to know why snould a 
man connected with the water depart- 
ment wish to injure this gooa city for 
which we have worked so many years? 
"hhere is no politics in it, as Mr. Key has 
insinuated.”’ 

Mr. Rice spoke of the meeting of his 
board and the council committee on 
April 10, when the purchase or a water 
main was delayed because of tne Key 
ordinance. 

Mr. Rice was asked py Councilman 
Grant about cleaning out the main, and 
was informed that it haa been cleaned 
out only last year.

Every merchant 
and manufacturer in the United States, 
wherever we reach will bear witness 
to the truth of this statement. 

“We are litigating with the Western 
Union all over the country in regard 
to railroad rights of way. In fact, the 
tremendous fight between the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and the Western Union 
Was due solely to the fact that we 
got that business from the Western 
Union. 

“The Western Union is trying to ex-! 
clude us from all union depots and'

Would Amend Comer Bill. 

Hon. Joseph Dp. Boyd, of Spalding 
county, has introduced in the house a4 
bill amending the Conner bill, which 
was passed last year, appropriating 
$100,000 to build an agricultural college 
at Athens. Mr. Boyd’s amendment pro- 
vides that this money be spent In Spald- 
ing county, near Experiment Station, 
instead of at Athens on the university 
campus. In discussing his amendment 
Mr. Boyd said: 

“Since Governor Smith, as well as all 
other thoughtful students of the ques- 
tion of true agricultural education, has 
said that the college should be located 
in connection with the experiment sta- 
tion, and since he favors a separate 
board of trustees from the university 
board, I think -{t is not too late to rec- 
tify the mistake which was made in the 
passaswe of the Conner Dill. This bill 
provided that $50,000 he available this 
year, and $50,000 in 1908. No actual 
work on the building of the agricultural 
college has begun. The plans which have 
been made and the dean who has been 
elected, will serve as well at Griffin as 
on the 900 acres of campus at. Athens. 
Some of this land had not been secured 
when the trustees met last June, and 
nothing on earth can be lost to the state 
by making the change from Athens to 
Griffin. 

“The people of Spalding county have 
recently secured a tract of ICO acres for 
the experiment farm, and the college, 
by all reason of law and right, should 
be located’ there. No community except 
Griffin has ever fought for true agricul- 
tural education, and the proper expen- 
diture of the state’s money received 
from the government for agricultural 
education. <A great mistake can yet be 
rectifiiled by the passage of my amend- 
ment, and the cause of agricultural 
education vindicated.”’ 

Seidell Declines. 

Atherton Seidell, to whom was tendered 
the appointment of state chemist, to suc- 
ceed Dr. J. M. McCandless, resigned, by 
Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. Hud- 
son, has declined the position, and will 
remain'in Washington, D C., where he is 
located with the bureau of chemistry of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture. It seems the result of Commis- 
sioner Fiudson’s effort to get Mr.  Sei- 
dell, who isa former Atlantan, resulted 
in the offer of an increased salary 
from the government department, and 
he will remain there. Commissioner Hud- 
son is now in correspondence with a 
western chemist with a view to securing 
him for the place, but as yet has heard 
nothing definite from him.

people to the growing town of Marietta. 
'The young and the old, the middle age, 
the wedded and those thinking of wéed- 
ding were there. It was a great gather- 
ing numerically, and the student of 
human nature never had a better oppor- 
tunity. To me the one great feature 
Of the convocation was the number of 
babies. Roosevelt would have laughed 
himself weak had he been there, because 
the race suicide idea was given a most 
thorough and complete refutation—a ref- 
utation that was positive and emphatic 
in every sense of the word.

Hon. James Davidson, solicitor of the 
city court of Greensboro, for the full 
term. 

Senator Brock introduced a resolutfon 
expressing appreciation of the senate 
to Mr. Blackburn for the gift of flowers 
received on Monday. 

Senator Boyd introduced a resolution 
in reference to the state v. the copper 
mines of Ducktown. The resolution was 
referred to the judiciary committee.

THIRD TERM FOR BAGON: 
WILL BE ELECTED TODAY! 
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Senior Senator From Georgia to Succeed Himself 
by Unanimous Vote of the State's 


Assembly. 


NITED STATES SENATOR A. O. 
LJ Bacon, of Georgia, will be unan- 

imously elected to the upper 
branch of the national congress for the 
third term of six years, from March 
4, 1907, this morning at !1 o’clock¥ by 
the general assembly of Georgia. 

Following his election the will address 
the legislature his speech beginning 
probably at noon, 

According to the constitution of the 
state the United States senator is elect- 
ed by each branch of the general as- 
sembly voting separately on the sec- 
ond Tuesday fo@owing the organiza- 
tion, and by joint ballot the day follow- 
ing. 

This formality took place on yesterday 
when the house cast a vote of 167 in 
his favor, the entire number of votes 
cast. The senate voted separately on 
this question,.he receiving the entire 
vote in that branch, too, 

Upon a motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, it 
was agreed that the house and sen- 
ate meet today at II o’clock to con- 
solidate and announce the vote which 
will declare him United States senator 
from Georgia for the ensuing term of 
six years. 

Has Served Twelve Years. 

Twelve years ago, on the fourth of 
March, he was elceted to this office the 
entire democratic membership of the 
general assembly carrying out the pro- 
visions of the democratic caucus and 
voting for him while the populist mem- 
bers of the house voted for. Hon, Thos. 
EK. Watson and the three republican 
members casting their votes for the 
late ‘A. E. Buck, former minister to 
Japan from the United States. 


At that time the general assembly 
met in the fall and his election took 
place then to take effect in March. He 
was re-elected the same way in the 
second event but since that time the 
date of the legislature to meet has been 
changed until June following the begin- 
ning of the new term in March. 

To breach over the interim Senator 
Bacon, who had been nominated in the 
recent democratic primary, without op- 
position, Governor Terrell issued _ to 
him an intervening commission from 
March fourth until his election today. 
The action of the general assembly to- 
day confirms that commission and ex- 
tends it to the remainder of the term 
up until Marcn 3, 1913. 

Named by Both Houses, 

Yesterday at !! o’clock Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, moved that the house turn to the 
election of a United States senator. Mr. 
Ryals, of Bibb, was recognized by 
Speaker Slafon and said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I wish to place*in nom- 
ination for the office of United States 
senator, the encumbent, Hon. A. O. 
Bacon of Bibb county.” 

Mr. Young of Troup county and Mr. 
Slater, of Bryan, seconded the nomina- 
tion and the roll was called for the 
members to vote. Bach of the 168 mem- 
bers present cast their votes for the 
sole nominee. 

In the Upper House. 

Senator Felder, in an appropriate 
speech, nominated Senator Bacon. The 
nomination was seconded by Senators 
Dobbs, Steed and others and he was 
unanimously elected. 

A resolution from the house. was read, 
in which the senate concurred, that 
Senator Bacon be invited to address the 
general assembly.

Tax Receiver Armistead thinks the 
legislature should enact a law setting 
apart some specific day for all tax valu- 
ations, state, county and municipal, as 
it would save the receivers and taxpay- 
ers both time and money, particularly 
the latter, and would make the system 
uniform throughovg the state. 

The date for which tax valuations were 
made this year was March 31. The*date 
for the city valuations was January 3}. 

Last Saturday the receiver booked 270 
returus that brought over a million dol- 
lars to the tax books. It will take the 
receiver and his foree about six weeks 
to tabulate the eceturns. 

The legislature wll very likely be 
asked to consider this matter during th? 
present session.
